He be- 
gan propagating it, and for five or six years past has sold these grapes in the 
Cleveland market, ahead ofall others. and hence, realizing the highest prices. 
Last week, on August 18th, we visited Mr. Hunt and saw one lot of these vines 
in bearing. ‘They were 23 years old, and hung full of large, compact bunches. 
ready for picking and marketing. Mr. Huut’srule for picking grapes for mar- 
ket is to watt until he can eat the second bunch. Judged by this rule, these grapes 
were ready for market, for we ate two bunches with relish. and could have 
eaten more. 

The berry is black, one size smaller than Concord, firm in texture, of a 
spicy, pleasant flavor, and hang to the stem with a persistency that makes its 
shipping qualities of the highest order. he vine is thrifty, a strong, rapid 
grower, fully as much so as the Concord, and an abundant bearer. Mr. Hunt 
had Moore’s Early and Worden growing in the same yineyard. The former 
was just beginning to color and the latter was still as green as ever in appear- 


ance. Mr. Hunt says the new grape is one week to ten days earlier than 


Moore’s Warly, ten days to two weeks earlier than Worden, and three weeks 
earlier than Concord, and the conditio: August 18th, fully supports this state- 
ment. The soil in which the vines are growing is ordmary clay, in rather 
poor condition, and no manure has been applied, and yet the growth and 
bearing are all tiat could be desired. 

It is the best grape of the season, and the best early black grape we have 
yet seen or tasted. Its exceeding earliness, along with its other good qualities, 
makes it a decided acquisition, and will push it at once into popular favor with 
all who grow grapes for profitable marketing. It has been named the “Early 
Ohio.”— Ohio Farmer, August 27th, 1892.
